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Remarks - Supplemental Information Disclosure Statement B 



The Applicant desires to make of record the 1992 technical journal paper by K.K. 
Deepak included in the Supplemental Information Disclosure Statement B although the 
Applicant does not believe the teachings of this reference are material to the patentability 
of the Applicant's application. The reference apparatus is designed to teach students how 
to measure blood pressure by a direct method of inserting a catheter into a simulated 
blood vessel Further, there are no direct or implied teachings in the reference at all as to 
the objects of the Applicant's invention. 

The Applicant points out that the sphygmomanometer bulb (page 156, first 
^©biumn, lines 11-13) labeled "J" in the reference drawing serves as an inflator bulb as 
does any standard sphygmomanometer bulb design such that the bulb is equipped with 
two check valves (one at each end of the bulb permitting one way flow in the same 
direction through the valves) to pump air in one direction only by repeated compressing 
and releasing of the bulb. As such, it is not possible for the bulb "J" to serve as a 
pressure vessel to provide a tactile interface for a user to feel the pulsating pressure levels 
within the system as the Applicant's invention teaches since the standard check valve at 
the conduit connection inherently prevents a pressure rise within the bulb if the pressure 
in the conduit is greater than the bulb. The reference page 158, first paragraph, confirms 
the presence of a check valve to keep the higher pressure in the conduit isolated from the 
inflation bulb "J".
